THE CARE OF GIRLS. 


Better Fmton* of Both tbe American 


candidate for Jn»ti« 
"*"* European Systems. 


[Detroit Free Press J 


The chief of the Boston police express- 


ed the opinion that not less than six or, 
eight hundred women, brought up in 
comparatively good circumstances, are 
leading lives in or near that city of such 
a kind that they prefer to hide from 
their families. This is by no means the 
number of abandoned women, who con- 
stitute a much greater legion 
It is the 


number of women whose families are not 
far from the city, whose relatives are re- 
spectable people, and who have still suf- 
ficient sense of shame to desire to be un- 
mown to their parents, and brothers, 
mid sisters. 


The number of women who lead lives 


of shame M greater in Europe than in 
4uieuca, but they come, usually, fiom 
the lowest classes 
In Euiope poverty 


presses harder upon the poor than • in 
this country. In Europe, also, there it 
a laiger class of men ready to tempt and 
destroy those whose want or folly ex- 
poses them to moral danger. But it may 
be doubted that the number of women 
who fall frohi families living in comlort 
is greater there than here. It may be 
doubted that a case similar to the case 
of our "Lynn mystery" should it occur 
Liverpool or Lyons, wonld call forth in- 
quiries for missing women from so many 
households of comfort 
And our opin- 


ion i-. based on some acquaintance with 
the life and social statistics of both con- 
tinents 


In the Education of European girls 


the chief emphasis is placed on three 
things: 


Absolute innocence, habitual depend- 


snce and amiability of temper. 
^Her absolute innocence is secured by 
the constant 
companionship of the 


mother, or of some elderlv woman em- 
ployed for the purpose. She is not per- 
mitted to place herself for a single 
moment in a situation where it would 
be possible for any one to tempt her. 
The companionship of which we speak is 
not made irksome; on the contrary, it 
is so^pleasant, so friendly, so youthful in 
its manner, so sympathetic, that it is de- 
lightful. While the girl is brought up 
in such absolute innocence, she is not 
left ignorant of the duties she may be 
called on to perform as wife and moth 
er; on the contrary, she is carefully in- 
structed concerning them. 


The system of companionship with the 


mother, or with an elderly friend whom 
she respects, must necessarily create a 
habit of dependence and deference, and 
a disposition in which amiability is a 
marked trait. The rigidity of the sys- 
tem, the care of the parents to carry it 
out during 'every moment of the girl's 
Jlfe, is quite surpising to the American 
who observes it for the first time.

lake all book-lovers, he liked to glance

"Knowledge," he said, "isof 
two kinds. w« know a subject ourselves, 
or we knew where we can find informa- 
tion npen it." Johnson advised Boswell 
to keep a number of books about him in 
order that he might be able to refer to 
to any subject upon which he wanted 
instruction at the time. "What you 
read, then," he observed, "you will re- 
member; but if you have not a book im- 
mediately ready, and the subject maids 
in your mind, it is a chance if you have 
again a desire to study it." 


His passion for reading did not, how- 


ever, lead him to take much care of 
books. He seems to have treated books 
in the slovenly way in which he treated 
bis own person. He could not possibly 
have used them worse. No great reader, 
it may be observed, conld be lesaofa 
book-worm. He was never, like Southey, 
a slave to his books, but considered that 
they were useless without a knowledge 
of life. He knew mote books than any 
man alive, according to Adam Smith, 
but, on the other hand, few men who 
have followed literature as a profession 
have lived more in society, and none, we 
affirm, have enjoyed it mo»e thoroughly. 


To talk was Johnson's delight; and so 


well did he talk that even Burke, a mas- 
ter in the art, was modestly content to 
ring the bell to him. In Burke alone 
had Johnson his match. On one occa- 
sion Johnson said, "That is the happiest 
conversation where there is no competi- 
tion, no vanity, but a calm, quiet inter- 
change of sentiments." But this was fat 
from being his prevalent mood. He de- 
lighted in the tug of war; he was not 
satisfied unless he gained a victory. He 
liked to enjoy his talk leisurely
